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PROVISIONAL RESIDENT VITAL STATISTICS FOR THE STATE OF MISSOURI 

Provisional Vital Statistics for December 2008 

Live births decreased slightly in December as 
6,690 Missouri babies were born compared with 
6,771 one year earlier. Cumulative births for the 12 
months ending with December also decreased, from 
81,883 in 2007 to 80,861 in 2008. 

 

Deaths decreased slightly in December, but in-
creased by 4 percent for the 12 months ending with 
December. The provisional count of 56,092 deaths 
for 2008 is the highest death total on record.  

 

The Natural increase in December was 1,947 
(6,690 births minus 4,743 deaths). For the 12 
months ending with December, the natural increase 
declined by 11.4 percent. 

Marriages decreased slightly in December and 
for the 12 months ending with December. The 2008 
provisional marriage count of 40,115 is the lowest 
since 1965. 

 
 
Dissolutions of marriage increased in December, 
but decreased for the 12 months ending with De-
cember. The marriage to divorce ratio increased 
from 1.82 in 2007 to 1.84 in 2008. 

 

Infant deaths increased in December, but de-
creased for the 12 months ending with December. 
For the 12 months ending with December, the in-
fant death rate decreased from 7.5 to 7.1 per 1,000 
live births. The provisional infant death count of 
571 is the lowest annual total since 2001.
